tion to end the war with 
Austria and Hungary were ratified to- 
night by the Senate. The treaty with 


Germany was first acted upon, the vote | 


for ratification being 66 to 20, or a frac- 


tion more than eight votes in excess of | 


the required two-thirds majority. 

The Administration victory was due to 
Democratic support. Thirteen Senators 
on the minority side joined Senator 
Underwood, their leader, in support of 
the treaty. Had the Democrats voted 
as a unit it would have been defeated. 

The Wilson leaders in the Senate, 
Glass of Virginia, Heflin of Alabama, 
Williams of Mississippi and others who 
favor the Treaty of Versailles and the 
League of Nations or nothing, fought 
their losing battle to the end. 

The Austrian treaty was ratified. by 
the same vote as the German compact, 
while the Hungarian treaty was ap- 
proved by a vote of 66 to 17. 

It has been rumored for several days 
that ex-President Wilson had thrown 
his influence against ratification, and 
on Saturday more than one of the treaty 
supporters feared the result. The Demo- 
cratic support accorded the Harding 
treaties, however, surpassed ali expecta- 
tions. At no time had any vf ihe treaty 
advocates openly claimed more than 
twelve votes fcx the minority side. The 
final count showed sixteen Democrats 
for the German treaty, for in addition 
tto the fourteen who voted for it, two 
others—Smith of South, Carolina and 
Hitchcock of Nebraska—were paired in 
favor of ratification.

For seven and one-half hours before 
the final vote was reached, at 7:30 
o’clock tonight, the German treaty was 
denounced and defended in turn. All 
the debate centred on the compact with 
the Berlin Government. Not once until 
after the German treaty was ratified 
‘were the treaties with Austria and 
Hungary mentioned. 

Senators Reed: and Borah, leading the 
battle against ratification, denounced 
the German treaty as an instrument so 
framed as to bring the United States 
inte the League of, Nations some time 
in the future. Senator Borah asserted 
that for many weeks he had had no 
doubt of the direction the Harding Ad- 
ministration was going, and he added 
that he had not changed his mind. 
Senator Reed, one of the few Democrats 
who had opposed the League of Nations, 
sought twice to amend it -so as to 
eliminate or almost eliminate the Ver- 
sailles Treaty from the substitute treaty, 
but was each time defeated by an over- 
whelming vote, even the Democrati¢ op- 
ponents of the treaty voting against the 
amendments. 

An amendment by Senator King of 
Utah, which would have substituted the 
Versailles Treaty and the League . of 
Nations, with the Lodge reservations 
added, was tabled by a vote of 59 to 
_25. Six Democrats—Broussard, Reed, 
Shields, Walsh of Massachusetts, Wat- 
cn of Georgia and Williams—voted with 
the Republicans. All twenty-five who 
voted against tabing the amendment 
‘were Democrats. 

Senator McKellar of Tennessee sought 


te add a clause which would have spe- 
officially held Germany responsible for 
the World War. That amendment also 
met overwhelming defeat, only twelve 
Democrats eapworting it, while sixty-six 
Senators, including more than half of 
the voting Democrats, voted ‘‘no.”’

At the same time it became known 
that an important announcement of 
freight rate adjustments was irgminent 
which would be likely to have an im- 
portant bearing on the strike situation. 

It was made plain in official circles 
today that the Administration felt that 
the chiefs of the four railroad brother- 
hoods had taken a step in defiance of 
the board created by Congress by order- 
ing a nation-wide walkout because of 
the decision of the Labor Board in re- 
ducing wages 12 per cent. as of July 1. 
Summoning the leaders of the railroad 
workers to Chicago for a conference 
with the Labor Board Thursday, it was 
held, was the first step to determine 
whether the board was in fact a 
‘* futile ’’’ agency. 

Further official action in regard to 
the threatened strike will await the re- 
sult of the conference in Chicago. If 
the leaders of the brotherhoods persist 
in their strike plans they may be called 
to Washington by President Harding, but 
this step will be taken only as.a last 
resort. 


Holds Both Sides Must Obey. 


The Administration’s position was 
clearly outlined today. Labor leaders 
and railroad executives alike will be ex- 
pected to abide by the decisions of the 
Labor Board. A strike based on a re- 
fusal to accept a ruling of the board, 
as in the present instance, is looked 
upon as a blow at society, which the 
Government cannot disregard. On the 
other hand, railroad executives must not 
attempt to put into effect additional 
wage reductions without following the 
procedure set up in the Transportation 
act of 1920. 

It was pointed out today that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had been cited 
by the Labor Board for alleged disre- 
gard,of its rulings and that the Erie 
Railroad was denying charges that it 
had ignored rulings. It is the intention 
of the Government to back up the board 
in both instances and endeavor to see 
that justice is done. 

Prominent officials had proceeded up 
to yesterday on the theory that the 
strike order of the brotherhoods was is- 
sued because the railway executives had 
applied for an additional 10 per cent. 
wage cut. When it was made clear that 
no application had been made and that 
the strike order was based on the July 
1 wage reductions, there. was no hesi- 
tancy on the part of the Government in 
framing its policy. 

It was felt that the situation called 
for a firm stand and that both sides to 
the controversy should agree to orderly 
adjustment of the points at issue by the 
proper Government agency. Such a Gov- 
ernment program it is felt will have pub- 
lic opinion behind it. 


Think Strike Will Be Averted. 


There was a feeling of optimism in 
Government circles today and the pre- 
diction was made that the strike of 
railroad workers would be averted. The 
strike situation was not considered at 
today’s Cabinet meeting, but most of the 
time was occupied by a reéital of the 
recent Western tour made by Secretary 
Fall.

Commuters, individually and collect- 
ively, are volunteering to run suburban 
trains in case the threatened nation-wide 
railroad strike materializes. 

President Peters of the Long Island 
Railroad said he would call for volun- 
teers to run commuting trains as in the 
‘‘ outlaw ’’ strike of 1920, when college 
men, bankers and office clerks donned 
overalls and shoveled coal on locomo- 
tives. Practical training would be given 
at once, Mr. Peters said, to all appli- 
cants. 

E. M. Rines, Vice President in charge 
of operations of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western Railroad, said the 
commuting public was showing a “‘ live- 
ly interest’’ in the strike movement. 
He cited one letter saying commuters 
along the Lackawanna would form an 
organization to man the trains and 
guarantee an uninterrupted service. 

‘‘Many towns along our lines are 
planning to put ex-service men at the 
head of the trains if we are desirous of 
their help,’’ said Mr. Rines. ‘‘ It is per- 
fectly clear that the people are sick and 
tired of these annual strike threats, and 
they mean to smother this one,”’ 

Another railroad executive sald appli- 
cations were pouring in to him for jobs 
in case of a strike. 


‘‘As for the labor agencies,”’ 
‘‘we have to fight them off with a 
stick. We have guarantees from them 
that they can fill every possible pgsi- 
tion, in case of a general walkout, in- 
side of twenty-four hours. 

‘‘The colleges are counted on to fur- 
nish hundreds of recruits if the situa- 
tion becomes critical, just as they did 
during the outlaw strike. Especially in 
the scientific departments of such in- 
stitutions as Stevens, Lehigh, Princeton 
and the colleges and universities in New 
York City, we have knowledge that 
many students will volunteer.’’ 

Mayor Charles H. Martens of East 
Orange, confirming Mr. Rines’s state- 
ment, said he had received offers from 
residents of that town to man _ the 
trains. The Mayor said he, too, was 
ready to take his place in a locomotive 
cab as he did in 1920, and announced 
that he was preparing to issue a call 
for a public meeting to discuss the sit- 
uation and to form’ volunteer strain 
crews.

TRUCK DRIVERS

Firms in Merchant Truckmen’s 
Bureau Demand a Redtc- 
tion of $5 a Week. 


ASK ALSO’A TEN-HOUR DAY 


Strike or Lockout Might Affect 
Local Plans in the Event of 
a Railroad Strike. 


Possibility of a strike or lockout of 
truck drivers employed by firms affil- 
fated. with the Merchant Truckmen’s 
Bureau of New Pork, said by the bu- 
reau to number 20,000, on Nov. 1, when 
the present wage contract expires, was 
discussed yesterday when the employers 
sent a request to the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters for a wage 
cut of $5 a week and a ten-hour day 
instead of a nine-hour day as at present. 

Michael J. Cashal, First Vice Presi- 
dent of the International Brotherhood 
ot Teamsters, said last night that the 
number of union men involved in the 
proposed new contract would not exceed 
1,000. The United States Trucking Cor- 
poration, he said, recently made a new 
contract which does not expire until 
Aug. 1 of next year and would, there- 
fore, not be involved in any negotia- 
tions at this time. The statement that 
20,000 men would be involved in a strike 
of lockout, Mr. Cashal said, was great- 
ly exaggerated. He added that there 
were a number of drivers employed by 
the bureau firms who are not affiliated 
with the union. 

Mr. Cashal said that he did not be- 
lieve the men would accept the proposal 
of the Merchant Truckmen’s Bureau for 
a cut in wages and increase in hours.

UNION EXECUTIVES 
AGREEABLE TO PARLEY 


Lee Says He Is Ready to Help 
Any Peace Move—All Go 
to Chicago T onight.

This creates 
the impression that the raflroad workers 
are not loyal citizens and is an unwar- 
ranted and undeserved accusation upon 
a body of men who have proven their 
loyalty. 


Declares Defrees Does Not Know. 


‘*We point with pride to the number 
of railroad employes who volunteered 
their services in the great war. When 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 


gineers were called upon to furnish forty 
engineers t6 man tanks, the officer who 
was seeking such men stated, ‘we want 
red-blooded fellows who are almost will- 
ing to commit suicide.’ In less than ten 
eo Grand Chief Stone was able, not 
only to furnish forty, but 400, who wers 
red-blooded and ready to go over the 
top; and we are wondering now what 
Part Mr. Defrees—who is now posing as 
a champian of the public—played during 
the great war. 

‘““Mr. Defrees calls attention to the 
tribunal created by Congress, which 
augmented the possibflity of an amicable 
settlement. He lays special emphasis

In fact, with the 
reduction of 12 per cent., threatened 
abrogation of all schedule rules and 
further wage reductions, the employe 
knows that it is impossible for him to 
live on the daily or monthly rates as 
proposed, unless he is willing to work 
at least a day and one-half in order to 
earn enough to live a day. 


Says BRoads Would Cut Allowances. 


“Another source of aggravation to 
the employes which they bitterly resent 


is the disposition of the railroads to take 
away from them all of the advantages 
that were secured through several years 
of collective bargaining. By agreement 
with the railroads special allowances 
were provided for special service. It is 


now the purpose of the railways to ask |

Yard and Station Employes—Station 
agents, clerks, telegraph operators, yard 
clerks, switchmen. 

Shopmen—Clerks, machinists, boiler- 
makers, carmen, blacksmiths, acetylene 
welders, hostlers, roundhouse men. 

Maintenance of Way and Structures— 
Bridge carpenters, pile drivers and crane 
engineers, structural steel workers and 
trackmen.

The prevalent impression that the re- 
duction in railway wages authorized by 
the Raflroad Labor Board on June i 
was a horizontal cut of 12 per cent. in 
all employes’ pay is incorrect. As a 
matter of fact, the text of the Labor 
Board's order shows that the percentage 
of reduction ranged all the way from a 
6.1 and 6.2 per cent. reduction for yard- 
masters and train dispatchers, and a 7 
per cent. cut in wages of road passenger 
engineers, to more than 20 per cent. in 
the pay of some classes of unskilled 
workers. The schedules show that the 
Labor Board had regulated its percent- 
age of reduction largely by the rate of 
reduction which had been made for cor- 
responding labor in other industries. 


This rendered the reduction for highly | 


skilled labor less sweeping that that for 
unskilled workers. 

In detail, the average decrease ordered 
in the wages of passenger enginers and 
motormen was 7.4 per cent.; for passen- 
ger firemen and helpers, 9.6; for freight 
engineers and motormen, 8.3; for freight 
firemen and helpers, 10.8; for yard en- 
gineers and motormen, 8.9; for passen- 
ger conductors, 8.6; for passenger bag- 
gagemen, 11.6; for freight conductors 
on through trains, 10. \ 

On the other hand, wages of: foremen 
on maintenance of way were authorized 
to- be reduced 12.2 per cent. Wages of 
section foremen were reduced 15.6: of 
masons, bricklayers, painters and car- 
penters, 13.4 to 14.6 per cent. With 
foremen of construction gang and work 
trains, the reduction fixed was -i4 per 
cent. In case of construction gangs, 
——- and crossing rlagmen, the re- 

uctions ran slightly above 20 per cent. 
Wages of shop employes were reduced 
less than the general average; the cut 
in shop foremen’s wages being 9.1 per 
cent. and of experienced workmen a 
fraction over 9 per cent. The reduc- 
tions of 11 to 12 per cent. were made 
in the case of workmen of only a few 
years’ experience.

GERMAN EXODUS EXPECTED 


As an Alternative, They Say, Poland 
May Be Forced Into a Disad- 
vantageous Treaty.

OPPELN, Upper Silesia, Oct. 17.— 
Here at Oppeln, the seat of the Inter- 
Allied Plebiscite Commission, where 
there are many economic experts, some 
people are puzaled, amazed and indig- 
nant at the recommendations made by 
the Council of the League of Nations for 
the partition of Upper Silesia. These 
people are also filled with the worst 
fears for the economic consequences of 
the declsion, so far as it is known. 

The immediate happenings are not like- 
ly to be such as to disturb the peace of 
Europe. Nobody seems to expect an 
armed uprising by either side, nor any 
immediate mass exodus from the sur- 
rendered area. That something more 
insidious will happen is the burden of 
the talk I have had with the economic 
experts here. 

It is the old story, that a man may live 
although his leg has been amputated, 
put the leg will certainly die—Germany’s 
leg for this purpose being the Silesian 
industrial triangle. The experts agree 
that, apart from the illegality of the 
League’s recommendation, its successful 
working depends upon two migkty 
‘ffs.’ It can work only if Germany co- 
operates in the full economic sense, 
which even the angels could not be ex- 


pected to do, and if the Poles show an 
ability and a willingness for friendly 
co-operation with their nated enemies 
which hitherto no one kas charged them 
with having. 

Both the French and English experts 
have premised the essential unity of the 
triangle, although they drew different 
conclusions from the economic depen- 
dence of the whole triangle upon Ger- 
many. Silesian coal is not so good as 
that of the Ruhr, and hitherto has been

or market. Will Germany continue her} 
preferential treatment? Owing to its | 
geological formation, the triangle is| 
very short of water, which for many 
months has been cut off at 6 every 
evening.

To the various factors which, 
asserted, make an economic break in- 
evitable must be added the psychological 
effect on the Poles and Germans. It is 
predicted that there will be a _ steady 
tide of emigration away from the sur- 
rendered territories as soon as other 
German districts can absorb it. Gov- 
ernment officials, mining end engineer- 
ing officials, technicians, 
teachers all will tend to break away 
from a rule which they regard as in- 
ferior, with the added fear caused by 
Polish misrule in the Pless-Rybnik area 
since the rising of Jast Spring. Poland 
cannot supply the requisite human ele- 
ment, and although a goodly number 
of French officials may settle there— 
several from the Oppeln mission—the

Ebert has taken a hand in the political 
crisis in Germany by calling a confer- 
ence of the Coalition Party leaders with 
whom he pleaded for their support for 
Chancellor Wirth. 

The President did not ask that the 
entire Cabinet remain, but he wanted 
the parties to support Dr. Wirth in the 
formation of a new Cabinet. In such a 
Cabinet it is practically certain that 
Reconstruction inister Rathenau, who 
has become the second strongest man in 
German politics, will remain, but For- 
eign Minister Rosen is certain to be 
eliminated. 

The newspaper lockout today was held 
as favorable to Dr. Wirth inasmuch as 
it has ended temporarily the bitter press 
campaign against the Chancellor. The 
majority Socialists and deeper red pa- 
pers, which are either friendly or im- 
potent, continue publication. 


BERLIN, Oct. 18.—Political conditions 
in Germany would seem to indicate a 
growing opposition to the continuance in 
power of the radical political parties, 
An indication of this was found in the 
result of Sunday’s municipal election in 
Berlin. The Socialist and Communist 
Parties, which for a year have held con- 
trol of the City Council, were defeated. 
The bourgeois parties elected 116 candi- 
dates, while only 106 radicals were suc- 
there being three districts in 
which the result is still in doubt. In the 
Council during the last year there were 
125 radicals and 100 non-Socialists. 

Incidentally, the new educational 
scheme elaborated by the Communists 
in spite of bitter opposition was thrown 
out as a result of the election. About 
30 per cent. of the electorate did not 
go to the polls. 


CHILEAN ATTACKS LEAGUE. 


Bulnes Says Natlon Joined Believ- 
ing Washington Would Go In. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Oct. 18.—Vigorous 
objection to further attempts by the 
League of Nations to discuss Chilean 
problems that are the outgrowth of the 
war of 1879 was voiced by Senator Gon- 
zalo Bulnes, Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, in a 
speech in the Senate today. He referred 
to Bolivia's petition to the League As- 
sembly, a feature of which was the de- 
mand for revision of the treaty of 1904 
with Chile, asserting that in this way 
Bolivia had opened the doors of the 
Geneva conference to Peru. 

‘* Tomorrow,” he said, ‘‘ Peru will be 
able to present the treaty of Ancon, de- 
manding that it be submitted to the 
same procedure as the Bolivian treaty.”’ 

He urged the withdrawal of Chile 
from the League, should such a situa- 
tion arise. Senator Buines: attacked 
the League, declaring that @ always 
regretted Chile’s participation in it, see- 
ing thereby ‘‘a diminution of its sov- 
ereignty, which should be preserved at 
all costs.’’ ,

steadily. Soon prices will be beyond 
the people's purse, production wili fall, 
and then strikes will begin for higher 
wages in order to meet those enhanced 
prices. Strikes caused ty this are even 
now in progress in numerous industries. 

‘*As a great employer of labor the 
Government feels this effect of the fall- 
ing mark. When earlier in the year the 
mark fell from 250 to 860 and there wasa 
consequent rise in prices that state of 
affairs brought along demands from 
Government employes for between thirty 
and forty millfards of marks in in- 
creased wages. So it comes about that 
all the Government's efforts to fix a 
fairly definite level for its expenditures 
come to nothing. Postal, telephone and 
telegraph rates and railway fares must 
be constantly increased in an endeavor 
te counterbalance those things. 

“The present fall in the mark is not 
entirely due to the Upper Silesia de- 
cision. It has been caused to a con- 
siderable extent by the fact that recent 
payments to the Entente by Germany 
were in part covered by short date loans, 
and these have to be repaid, but the 
mark undoubtedly has been assisted in 
its downward course by the way in 
which the Upper Silesia decision 
trickled through various more or less 
accurate reports to the knowledge of the 
German people. 


Decision Not Understood. 


“It js a bad decision, as most people 
are agreed, but the German eye was 
made to “ook only at the political 
frontier cutting off a great piece of Ger- 
man territory. The German eye has not 
even yet been directed toward the eco- 
nomic arrangements which may be 
termed a first mortgage in Germany’s 
favor on the political frontier. If those 


arrangements do not counterbalance 
many other points in the decision they 
do mitigate the badness of it to a not 
inconsiderable extent. 

“The general public is unaware of 
these arrangements and is contemplating 
only the frontier line as a line of definite 
amputation It has rather lost its nerve 
over the matter. There has been a flight 
from the mark, a chase after foreign 
mines and industrial shares—something 
tangible—and in the hysteria of it all 
down has gone the mark. 

*“* More important than all is the gen- 
eral serious effect which the fall of the 
mark has on Germany’s financial posi- 
tion. As the mark declines the Gov- 
ernment’s task’ of raising money to pay 
to the Entente increases and every pay- 
ment it makes helps to depreciate the 
mark still further. 

“The plan by which German indus- 
try will place its surplus credits at the 
disposal of the Government and the in- 
creasing yield of taxation,’ said a prom- 


inent Berlin banker to me today, ‘ will 
| enable us to carry on for a while yet, 
but all that won’t be nearly sufficient 
to get Germany out of her troubles. 

‘““*"We know with the examples of 

Austria and Poland before us that na- 
tions can be an unconscionable time a 
dying, but Germany is a much more 
complex and therefore delicate organi- 
zation than either Austria or Poland— 
a motor car will come to a standstill 
where a rough wagon will be able to 
go on. 
‘‘I learn that the German taxation 
scheme, though bringing in a consid- 
erable sum, has not been a great suc- 
cess. The_ Government, this one or the 
next, will go on trying to fulfill honest- 
ly the terms of the treaty. There is, 
however, no use in discussing the fact 
that the German Government has about 
reached the end of its tether. 

‘““There is littl nope that even all 
the industrial prosperity the country is 
enjoying can produce the necessary 
financial strength to tide it over the 
reparation rocks, so if the crash comes 
it will be because the Entente has not 
prevented it in the only way it can be 
prevented—lightening the burden of pay~ 
— with which Germany is strug- 
g ng." 





Erratic Exchange Puzzles British. 


LONDON, Oct. 18 (Associated Press). 
—Erratic movements in foreign exchange 
are frankly puzzling to bankers and ex- 
change dealers here who say they are 
thoroughly at a loss to account for the 


motives back of the selling of German 
marks which has been in progress since 
the reported decision on Upper: Silesia 
by the Council of the League of Nations. 

Known factors in the situation include 
German buying of foreign bonds through 
Switzerland, Amsterdam and other cen- 
tres, thus creati a depreciation of the 
mark _resultant in heavy speculation. 
Some British financial writers, in their 
reviews today, advanced the charge that 
this depreciation was purposely brought 
about in order to evade fosthconine 
German reparations payments or to 
cause the release of pressure. They 
make the prediction ,that a financial 
crash must come to Germany. 

Quotations on the mark today opened 
nominally at 680 to the pound, but later 
gradually depreciated to 720. Some 

inanciers said no surprise would be felt 
if the mark eventually touched 1,000 to 
the pound. 

Improved American cable transfer rate 
of exchange this morning was attributed 
to slackened exports from the United 
States and to the fact that America was 
supporting sterling. It was believed, 
however, that these factors alone could 
scarcely. account for the present rise in 
sterling. The visit to America of Regi- 
nald McKenna, Director of the London 
City and Midland Bank and former 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, was at- 
tracting great attention in financial cir- 
eles and creating the impression that 
something was being done in connection 
with finances between England and the 
United States. 

Cable transfers on the pound sterlin 
opened today at $3,94, apreved to $3.96 
and then receded to $3.93% just before

Herr Friedrich controls 
Kisenstadt, and Lieutenant Hejjas is the 
dictator of Parndorf (Mattesdorf?). 
Friedrich and Oestenburg are in favor 
of ex-Empeéror Charles, and Lieutenant 
Hejjas and Baron Pronay, commander 
of a former battalion of ‘' white ter- 
rorists,’’ are opposed to the former mon- 
arch; but a truce between them could 
be arranged, it is said, if the Little 
Entente should attack.

RUNANTELL SHOWS 
WAY TO KAI-SANG 


Scores Notable Triumph Over 
Juvenile Star in Hartsdale 
Stakes at Yonkers. 


RANCOCAS COLT WEAKENS 


130-Pound 
Him In Stretch Run — Margaret 
White, Long Shot, Wins Opener. 


Impost Too Much for 


Joseph E. Widener’s Runantell, a fleet 
son of Broomstick, scored a triumph at 
Empire City yesterday which places him 
among the top-notchers of the juvenile 
division. He captured the $4,000 Harts- 
dale Stakes at six furlongs and in doing 
so conquered the Rancocas Stable’s 
erack youngster, Kai-Sang, which is 
generally regarded as the next best two- 
year-old to the ¢hampicn Morvich. 
Among the six starters for the purse, 
which was worth $5,775 to the winner, 
Montfort Jones’s Emotion was. third. 
The race was run in the very fast time 
of 1:09 4-5 over the short six-furlong 
route of the Yonkers course. 

The victory did not prove that Runan- 
tell is the master of Kai-Sang, for there 
was a big difference in the weights. 
The Widener colt carried 110 to 130 for 
Kai-Sang, and won by a length and a 
half in what was at all times a two- 
horse race, with the others merely fight- 
ing for a place in the money. 

It was the first appearance of Kai- 
Sang since the Saratoga meeting, when 
he failed in two or three efforts against 
Morvich. Following that he went wrong 
just before the Futurity and had to be 
rested. The long absence from the races 
brought him back a fresh horse, but he 
probably benefited much from his test 
in the Hartsdale. However, he showed | 
clearly that he could not concede twenty 
pounds to such a good colt as Runantell 
and win. 

Kai-Sang was a strong favorite in 
spite of the weight and went to the post 
heavily backed at even money. After a 
short delay the horses were sent away 
im a pretty start. HRunantell and Kai- 


Sang broke together and et dnce became 
the leaders of the small pack. They 
raced like a team through the back 
stretch and around the turn, with the 
Widener colt keeping his nose in front. 
The others were about two lengths 
away and running abreast for the first 
guarter of a mile, when they began to 
scatter out. ‘ 


Kai-Sang Weakens in Stretch. 


By the time the horses reached the 
turn the race had developed into a two- 
horsec ontest, and as the leaders reached 
the stretch they had a lead of four 
lengths over the closest of the others. 
Turner on Runantell kept his mount 
close to the rail and sent him along 
with a*crack of the whip at the head 
of the stretch. Fator then took a crack 
at Kai-Sang and the colt made a game 
effort, but the weight was telling on him 


all through the stretch run and right 
at the end he weakened under his impost 
and was beaten. Runantell was drawing 
uway from him in the last hundred feet, 
when he stretched the lead from a scant 
neck to a length and a half. Kai-Sang 
was about two lengths in front of Hmo- 
tion for second place, while My Play 
was fourth, having closed considerable 
ground after racing on the outside all 
the way. The other starters were Irish 
Brigadier and Penitent and neither was 
“a contender. 

A long shot came home in front in| 
the opening race when the Shea Stable’s | 
Margaret White defeated a field of a | 
dozen juveniles at five and a half fur- 
longs, winning by three lengths from 
Castanet. Kirtle was third, but would 
have been much closer with stronger 
handling. Margaret White paid er 
hacRers 8 to 1. She was away with a 
rush and, gradually drawing clear of 
the bunch, .had all the speed in the 
stretch and was not seriously threat- 
ened. Lucky Girl, the favorite, was 
pinched back at the start until she was 
nearly last, but clesed stoutly and fin- 
ished fourth. 

Fort Churchill accounted for a six-fur- 
long dash against a field of fairly good 
sprinters, and won by a length from 
Esquire, with Round Robin third. Fort 
Churchill raced with Esquire, and final- 
ly disposed of him in the stretch, but 
was tirins himself near the finish and 
had to be ridden out to save the victory. 
Round KRebin came up with a rush and 
took third. Vista, which was the favor- 
ite at post timme, was caught in a slight 
jam at the turn out. of the backstretch, 
and her rider, Andy Schuttinger, sus- 
tained some minor injuries, which pre- 
vented him from filling his other en- 
gagements for the day. Vista had Lit- 
tle chance after her mishap. 


Cictory for Regal Lodge. 


BE. G. Soule’s Regal Lodge plodded 
along behind three other platera in a 
mile-and-a-sixteenth journey, and then 
came through in the stretch to win by 
a length from Neddam, with Sunnyland 
third. _Neddam and Ralco raced. each 
other to pieces in the first three-quar- 
ters of a mile ,and had little left when 
Regal Lodge began to run, so the latter 


had little opposition in the last stages 
of the journey.

The final touch of a bad day for the 
players came with the last race, in 
which there were but three starters.

Rumor had it that Finne- 
eons Band was all ready to play ‘‘ The 
‘Wearing of the Green’’ in honor of a 
victory for the Butlér colors, and there 
was a rush.of support for the filly that 
made her an even-money favorite at 
post ‘time. Beach Star had good in- 
tentions, but was slightly lacking in 
endurance. Stirling, who rode her, 
raced away with Squad Man, and the 
two horses set a pace that would do 
better for a. half-mile dash.

COLUMBIA'S BACKS 
TRY NEW SHIFTS 


Coach O’Neill Makes Experi- 
ments in Preparation for 
Dartmouth Game. 


ELEVEN’S ATTACK IMPROVES 


Team Shows Ability in Line Plung- 
Ing, Forward Passing and Gain- 
ing on Open-Field Plays. 


With the Dartmouth game looming up 
at the end of the week, Columbia's foot- 
ball squad was @ent through one of the 
iongest scrimmages of the season on 
South Field yesterday. There were no- 
ticeable determination and vim in the 


bearing of the coaches and they carried 


their program through at top speed, 
beginning with the usual unlimbering 
exercises and ending with a signal drill 
after the scrimmage work. A similar 
session is on the cards for this -after- 
noon, and Thursday will be devoted to 


a final smoothing over of the attack 
and defense preparatory to the de- 


parture for Hanover on Thursday eve- 
ning. 


The big game with Dartmouth was 
foreshadowed in every feature of yester- 
day’s workout. The backfield was 
shifted several times during the scrim- 
mage, and sideline observers opined that 
Coach Buck O'Neill was preparing to 
have a full complement of backs ready 
for any style of attack that he might 
choose to use against the Hanoverians. 
De Stefano, whose great forte is line 
smashing, started the scrimmage in the 
backfield and was supplanted later by 
Applebaum, also a handy man in lung- 
ing through the forward line. If open 
football is used by Columbia, Bob Burtt 
will get the call in the backfield. Burtt 
was not in the line-up yesterday, but 
will get a chance today. 

General tactics were pursued in the 
scrimmage. There was no emphasis on 
any particular brand of football, the for- 
ward pass coming in for no more atten- 
tion than line bucking or end plays. 
Koppisch tried his hafid at hurling the 
passes, and De Stefano was also used in 
this work. The chief feature of the 
scrimmage was supplied by the speedy 
Moszczenski, who circled the ends for 
the two longest runs of the afternoon. 
The first was for 56 yards, and the full- 
back added 25 yards to this number 
when he got free later in the session. 
De Stefano and Applebaurn also con- 


tributed long runs while they were in 
the varsity backfield. 


Scovil Back at Centre. 


Captain Scovil, who sat on the side- 
lines during Monday’s drill, was back at 
centre yesterday, supplanting Frank 
Brodil, who returned to his old position 
at end. Coach O'Neill has evidently de- 


cided to let Scovil start at the pivotal 
position against Dartmouth, with Brod 
and Forsythe at the ends, Modarelli and 
Meyers at tackle and Walder and Cat- 
loway at guard. Anderson will call the 
signals and the remainder of the back- 
field will be made up of Moszczensk\ 
Koppisch and either Burtt or De Ste 
fano. 

Much significance was seen in the fact 
that Coach O'Neill sent Leo Johnson. to 
centre later In the scrimmage. It is 
believed that the Blue and White Coach 
will hold Johnson in reserve on Satur- 
day, using him at centre if Scovil’s 
passing is not up to the mark. The 
Dartmouth contest will be Secovil’s sec- 
ond trial at the snapback position, and 
his passing is not vet as satisfactory 
as might be desired. Johnson played 
at this post part of last season, and 
has the experience that Scovil lacks. 

Before the scrimmage Anderson prac- 
ticed placement kicks over the crossbars, 
and also had his customary daily work- 
out at punting. Signal drills before and 
after the scrimmage completed the after- 
noon session, in addition to the passing 
and punting to start the workout. It 
was after 6 o’clock before O'Neill gave 
the word that sent the players to the 
showers, and the big searchlights on the 
near-by college buildings were already 
turned on to’'one corner of the field. 


Team to Leave Tomorrow. 


Details of the team’s pilgrimage to 
Hanover wére announced yesterday by 
the athletic authorities. The varsity 
players will leave tomorrow evéning, 
going to Claremont, N. H., about thirty 
miles from Hanover. The team wil 
reach that town on Friday morning and 
remain there until time to go to Hano- 
ver for the game. Practice will be held 
Friday afternoon on a field at Clare- 
mont. 

Plans for a student cheering section 
to accompany the team are still shroud- 
ed in doubt. A decision will be reached 
today, when the final pledges will be 
turned in. The plans call for a delega- 
tion of 200 to leave Friday night by 
special train and arrive shortly before 
Same time on Saturday.

‘Today this college, which is affec- 
tionately called * old ” and which is 
actually the oldest in the United 
States,, save only Harvard, celebrates 
the inauguration of a new President. 
It is a celebration in which the nation 
should gratefully join, for the. new 
President has been long enough in 
office to assure the realization of the 
hopes which those have who know 
what William and Mary did for the 
nation in its nascent days. For it 
was the alma mater of JOHN Mar-

Not all of the people in the famine 
region are starving, though practically 
all of. them are hungry. There stili is 
a little food everywhere, but the tragedy 
is that with an equal division there 
would not be enough to keep everybody 
alive.

WAY TO DISARMAMENT. 


Nations Must Accept Obligations 
Such as League Prevides. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The subject of disarmament is one in 
regard to Which practically all of our 
thoughtful citizens are of the same 
mind. There is at this time hardly 
any one who is willing to lift up his 


,voice in favor of a continuation by the 


United States,

the world; of such’ ex- 
as have been made during 
the past years in war and in preparation 
for war. 

An argument on disarmament between 
two citizens of tceday is similar in 
character to the conversation between 
Pompey and Massa about punipkins. 
** Massa he said, ‘ pumpkins grow best 
in sandy ground,’ and Pompey he say 
so, too, and dey argued about it more 
than an hour.”’ ; 

The. whole world is at this time im a 
state of unrest and apprehension. Great 
communities are in djre need of food, o7 
clothing, of shelter and of equipment. 
Many hundreds of thousands of’ men 
ready to do honest work for their iving 
cannot at this time find work for their 
hands. At no time in our history has 
there been such widespread suffering 
and trouble among men. It is a truism 
to point out ‘that in every country, with 
the possible exception of Russia, the 
cause of this misery and‘trouble can be 
traced back directly to the waste of war 
in life and in resources and to the 
wasteful expenditure in preparation for 
war. The four years the World 
War used up in an expenditure amount- 
ing to many thousands of millions the 
savings of all countries, such, in- 
Stance, as England, France, 
and even the United States, countries 
which had been prosperous and which 
had, as a result of intelligent industry, 
been accumulating resources. Back, 
however, of the actual waste of war 
there has been, as we must recall, waste- 
ful expenditure through all the preceding 
years in organizing and maintaining 
| the machinery that was to be utilized 
for war, the armies, the navies, the 
fortresses, the munitions; the equip- 
ment, &c.

Since the war was 
brought to and, fortunately for 
the world, was closed with triumph of 
the non-aggressive nations against the 
attempt of a military imperialism to 
dominate the world. If the Prussian 
theory of a government by “ divine 
right,’ based on military imperialistic 
power, had succeeded, the war expendi- 
tures of the world would have gone on 
indefinitely. It is, however, today the 
fixed purpose of ‘the non-aggressive 
States, the States that are now in control 
of the policies of the civilized world, to 
bring war toan end and in ending war to 
divert to the needs of the people and 
to the arts of peace the enormous pro- 
portion ef the national earnings which 
has heretofore bcen expended for war. 
While, as said, every right-minded man 
is in favor of such purpose, we do meet 
from time to time conservative and ap- 
prehensive citizens who take the ‘ground 
that because something has not before 
been done it is impossible to think it 
can be brought about today. These men 
are inclined to the belief that because 
there always has been fighting there 
can be no possibility of stopping fight- 
ing for the future. ‘‘ Man,” they say, 
“is a fighting animal; first as an in- 
dividual and later in the communities 
called nations he has insisted there’ was 
no other way in arriving: at: a final 
decision of the issues brought about as 
a necessary result of human nature.” 

We have today in civilized nations, as 
a result of readiness to recognize in 
increasing circles the rights of one’s 
neighbors, peace and justice within the 
communitiés that are called nations, It 
remains only to extend the same princi- 
ples, which are in themselves elementary 
principles, that-control the relations of 
the indiyidual citizens of a . civilised 
State to the relations between the com- 
munities and individual citizens that 
are called nations. This is the task of 
the twentieth century. The timid man, 
and the man who has not read his his- 
tory, says the thing cannot be done. 
The idealist, with a larger understand- 
ing of history and with the realization 
that he is today backed by the 
righteous. purpose of millions of men 
who are‘sick of war and who are indig- 
nant with the misery caused by war, 
not only .insists that the thing can be 
done,’ but has gone on and made a 
beginning with the doing. 

There is no good in talking about dis- 
armament unless we may have action 
taken toward the removal of the causes 
that heave in: past years made for war, 
and that will, unless they are overcome, 
bring about wars in the future. The 
diplomats in Paris have made an honest 
attempt in their treaty and in the 
League of Nations, organized for the 
purpose of preventing future wars, to 
do justice to the people. Undoubtedly, 
in many respects, they have failed, but 
the work done in Paris in 1918 and in 
1919 will stand out in the history of the 
world as the beginning of a new civili- 
zation. 

I hold today, 


as I have always held, 
that the United States, which was 
shamefully late in. coming into the 
war, which delayed 'so. long in heeding 
the call of England and France for help 
in this great fight for civilization, has 
now been shamefully late in coming into 
jhe peace. I hold, not as a Democrat 
or as a Republican, but as an Ameri- 
can, that, it was, and still remains, our 
obligation as the richest and strongest 
nation in the werld to do our part in 
an. organization the sole purpose ef 


which is to assure peace and justice 
throughout the world. Those of you 
who are familiar with American his- 
tory will recall that the makers of the 
American Constitution had a similar ex- 
perience. It was necessary to provide 
within two'years after its adoption no 
less than ten amendments, and since 
that time there have been eight further 
amendments. The only plan that has 
been before the nations for an adjust- 
ment oft their relations in such fashion 
as to make war in the future practically 
impossible, and to bring about the 
disarmament itself. provided for in an 
important provision, is that of the 
League of Nations. No other scheme 
has been suggested, while this scheme. 
open as said to modification, has been 
accepted by all the’ civilized States of 
the world, excepting only the United 
States. When thexnations, with -a com. 
mon. purpose, have ‘come together and 
have accepted certain obligations to- 
ward each other; and have accepted’ ae 
one of these obligations the necessity 
for stopping expenditures for war, we 
have a practical foundation for dis- 
armament. A _ discussion of disarma- 
ment between nations which have not 
accepted such an international obliga- 
tion may easily prove futile. ; 

The League of Nations is in ‘existénce, 
but the great ‘nation, America, upon 
which France had been told to. count, 
is no part of the power of. the. League. 
The treaty under which England and 
America were to protect France from 
aggression has been: scornfully buried 
in the Senate. If those , expectations 
had. been fulfilled, France: would’ be in 
a position to. disarm and to utilize, fox: 
the needs of its overburdened le 
the resources now expended. upon its 
army. Disarmament should: come, - zbut

On Chicago Sabnormal Pupils 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Pupils in sub- 
normal classes In Chicago schools 
will be fed on a sheep gland diet as 
soon as arrangements can be com- 
pleted, it Was announced today by 
Dr, Frank G. Bruner, Director of the 
Special Schools Department of the 
Board of Education. 

The gland diet is the idea of Health 
Department physicians,. and several 
thousand children will partake of the 
sheep glands, prepared. in the school 
kitchens. Special report blanks are 
being prepared to record results of 
the experiment.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—The London Times 
publishes an article on the Washington 
conference and American views of the 
Japanese question by Viscount Bryce, 
who has just returned from a visit to the 
United States. Among other things Lord 
Bryce says: . 

‘“The Washington conference rises be- 
fore the minds of many Americans as 
affording an opportunity by which 
America may discharge her duty to 
mankind, and in that sense they wel- 
come it. The importance attached to 
the occasion has been shown by the 
course, ‘unusual but sanctioned by pub- 
lic. opinion, which the President took 
when he recently suggested that prayers 
should be evervevhere offered up on be- 


half of the confc“nce. 

“It is generally assumed in the United 
States that British sentiment is entirely 
favorable to the project. Favorable it 
certainly ought to be, for Great Britain 
has obviously even more to gain, owing 
ito her present financial situation, than 

America has to gain by a reduction of 

expenditure for war purposes, If it be 
i the case, as seems to be thqught jn some 

quarters, that the interest of the British 
people in the conference has not béen 
adequately expressed, it is to ve hoped 
that any such impression will be cor- 
rected by the action _of the Archbishops 
of Canterbury and York, in requesting 
that prayers be offered in the churches 
of England for the success of the con- 
ference and for peace generally. 

As regards the American attitude to- 
ward the Anglo-Japanese treaty, Lord 
Bryce writes: 

“It has been pointed out over and 
over again that there is nothing in that 
treaty to affect the United States. Nev- 
ertheless, nine men out of!ten in the 
United States continue to repeat that 
England is the ally—the exclusive ally— 
of Japan, and that the effect of the 
treaty has been and is to make Japan 
think she has a comparatively free hand 
and may adopt policies of aggression on 
; which she would otherwise fear to em- 

bark. 

‘““No explanations seem likely to re- 
move this impression from the Amer- 
ican mind. It remains even when Eng- 
lishmen point out that their own inter- 
ests in securing not only the open door 
for commerce in China and the political 
independence of China—both.of which 
things Japan is supposed to threaten— 
are exactly the same as the interests of 

America. Again, if it be suggested that 

Japanese ascendancy in Manchuria and 

the regions northward as far ag the 

River Amur and Laké Baikal would be 

injurious to American interests, such 

advance, if injurious to America, would 
be no Jess injurious ‘to British interests.

British-irish Parley May Be Re- 
sumed Tomorrow—More Irish 


Experts Summoned. 
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BELFAST, Oct. 18.—Announcements 
that plans have been made to reorgan- 
lize the Ulsteer volunteer force created 
little surprise in Belfast. The repub- 
lican army organization has been active 
in the North of Ireiand since the truce 
was declared, camps for drilling having 
been held in a number of centres, some 
of which are convenient to Unionist 


districts, including one on the outskirts 
of Belfast. 

Considerable anxiety has been created 
among the Unionists. by this. activity, 
especially as the police were prevented 
by the truce from interfering with the 
camps, In some of which rifles and ma- 
; chine guns are reported to have been 
used for instructional purposes. 

During the last few days enrollment 
|of members for the Udster volunteers 
| has been carried on, and it is expected 
that within the next few weeks the army 
will be organized on the line of the pre- 
; War force. There has been much se- 
crecy as to the details of reorganization, 
but the strength’ of the volunteers is 
about 100,000. More than a quarter of 
these are ex-service men who fought in 
| France and elsewhere and are well used 
to firearms. 





BELFAST, Oct. 18.—Reports that the

| organized were verified in official quar- 
ters here today. It was stated that

Sleeping Kits on Spike Island. 
CORK, Oct. 
The work of destruction begun Sunday 
by the occupants of the Spike Island

FOCH AS GENERAL ADVISER. 


Will Be at Parley as President of 
the Interallied Commission. 


PARIS, Oct. 18.—Marshal Foch’s rela- 
tion to the conference on limitation of 
armament in Washington will be that of 
President of the Interallied Military 
Commission, which is the successor of 
the Interallied Military Council. | This 
Commission still maintains a staff and 
offices at Versailles, and is invariably 
consulted by the Allied Supreme Council 
when military, questions come before its 
occasional meetings. 

The Marshal thus will be, in theory and 
fact, military adviser to all the Euro- 
pean Allies taking part in the confer- 


-ence, these nations being France, Great 


Britain, Italy and Belgium. He will 
also, by a loose construction, still be 
adviser for the American forces in Ger- 
many, because they-are a part of the 
Army of Occupation under the Versailles 
Treaty. The Interallied Commission, 
however, has never been consulted by 
Major Gen. H. F. Allen, who represents 
both the State and War Departments of 
the United States Government in the 
Rhineland. 


DR. ELIOT FOR SWISS SYSTEM. 


Says Washington Conference Must 
Destroy Militarist Control. 


BOSTON, Oct. 18.—Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, President Emeritus of Harvard 
University, addreSsing the Economic 
Club today with regard to the coming 
conference on limitation of armament, 
said tha®no nation cequid dispense with 
a .military force, ‘‘ not for offense or 
aggression, but for its own uses.” 

‘““We need, however,” he continued, 
‘to consider carefully what method 
there is for maintaining a limitation of 


armament with which shall go the de- 
struction of militarism. 

‘“* There is in the world one method of 
maintaining an armed force for defen- 
sive purposes, a very efficient force, and 
at the same time destroying the military 
class in a nation. I refer, of course, to 
the Swiss method of maintaining an 
armed force for use at any moment, al- 
ways the largest part in reserve, but al- 
ways ready on call.’’ 

He pointed out that the essential thing 
in the Swiss method was universay mili- 
tary training, based on universal] phys- 
ileal training, and advocated universal 
physical training in schools and colleges 
of.this country. 


TORRETTA CANNOT COME NOW. 


Schanzer to Be Chief of Italian Dele- 
gation at Washington. 


ROME, Oct. 18.—At a Cabinet meeting 
today it was decided that the Marquis 
Della. Torretta, the Foreign Minister,

Complete plans for the new Columbfa 
athletic field, which will be built on 
the Dyckman Tract, a 26-acre plot of 
ground bounded by Broadway, 218th 
Street and the Harlem Ship Canal, were 
made public yesterday for the first time. 
They are the work of the official archi- 
tect for the project, Henry Hornbestol, 
of the class of '81, who has been acting 
in conjunction with the special stadium 
; committee appointed last March :by 
President Nicholas Murray Butler. This 
; committee was authorized to carry for- 
ward plans for a general campaign and 
| to supervise the details of buying ground 


and erecting a stadium and athleti@ 


The most important feature of the 
| official plans discloses that three sepa- 
| rate stadiums will be built on the Dyck- 
man Tract. By far the largest and 
most imposing will be the football am- 
phitheatre, which will have a minimuni 
capacity of 56,000 and will be in the 
general shape of a flat saucer. To the 
north of this along the Hudson River 
will be the baseball diamond, surrounded 
by a single-deck stand capable of seat- 
}ing about 7,000. In the northeast cor- 
ner of the field there will be erected x, 
track stadium, seating 10,000 and ens 
closing a field for track and field con- 
tests, a 220-yard straightaway track 
and a one-lap circular cinder path 
measuring a quarter mile. The total 
capacity of these three stadiums, all of 
which will be of concrete, will be 73,000. 

In addition to this trio of fields there 
will be twenty tennis courts and a club 
house on the top of the hill overlook- 
ing the various fields. On the river 
| side of the club-house there will be a 
|}spacious veranda, and inside will be » 
restaurant, reading room, billiard room, 
and space for shower baths, lockers and 
training quarters for the varsity ath- 
letes. The club-house will be for the 
use of both students and members of 
the athletic teams. 


A Novel Gridiron Called for. 


Several novelties have been provided 
for in the football stadium. Chief of 
these probably is the provision to raise 
the gridiron itself and the sidelines two 
feet above the surrounding ground, thus 
making a slight depression between. the 
field and the point where the stadfum 


begins.» '<It is hoped thereby to .give 
every spectator a clear view of what-is 
taking place on the gridiron and pre- 
vent those in the lower rows blocking 
the view of the spectators higher up. 
To make the visibility even better, the 
slope of the seats will be hardly more 
than in a theatre auditorium, which 
will give the stadium the appearance of 
a flat, wide dish instead of the sharply- 
rising sides that are common in foot- 
ball arenas. 

There will be no permanent seats at 
the ends of the field, but Columbia will 
probably follow Harvard’s example and 
erect temporary seats there for the big- 
ger games of the season. The addition 
of these seats will increase the capacity 
to over 60,000, which should be ample 
for the Blue and White’s needs in the 
way of football. ? 

It was pointed out by the committee 
that the football stadium could be used 
for baseball games in the Spring if the 
size of the crowd warranted abandoning 
the smaller baseball stand. The latter 
also can be converted into an extra 
gridiron for the use of the freshmen 
team and the student body in the Fall. 
The track field will probably be kept 
exclusively for the cross-country and 
track squads, and in the Spring will be 
much in demand for Columbia: meets, 
important New York é@vents and possibly 
some of the national championships. 

The possession of a 220-yard straight- 
away will put Columbia in a position to 
make a strong bid for the title track 
events. A straightaway track of this 
distance does not exist in: Manhattan. 
and for this reason the intercollegiate 
and national championships have usual- 
ly been awarded to other athletic fields 
in the East. With this new field at its 
disposal, it was pointed out, New York 
City could bid for one of the Olympiads, 
a thing which has not been feasible in 
the past. 


Feotball Stadium Near River. 


The football stadium will be near the 
river-in the southwest corner of the 
Dyckman tract, which comprises twen- 
ty-six acres in all. The baseball dia- 
mond will be directly alongside, with 
the track stadium covering the ground 
in the northeast section. Below the 
football stand there‘will be a trophy, 
room for the storing of athletic prizes, 
an indoor basketball court and addi- 
tional lockers. .

of $3,000,000 for the land 
{will be taken before Dec. 1, it was said 
yesterday at the university.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


The Stock Market’s Recovery. 


Yesterday’s recovery in the stock 
market extended to the industrial as 
well as’ the railroad stocks, and, ac- 
cording to opinion in Wall Street, was 
the direct result of extensive short cov- 
ering, substantiating the belief which 
existed on Monday that most of the 
selling on that day was for the account 
of professional traders who were taking 
the chance of a fight by the public 
over the strike order.. “Virtually the 
only important exceptions to the gen- 
eral trend yesterday were American Su- 
gar and Pullman, both of which reacted 
sharply. Gains in the railroad stocks 
ranged generally between 1 and 2 points, 


while. more extensive advances were 
registered in some of the tobacco and 
oil shares, notably Mexican Petroletm 
and United Retail Stores. Steel Equip- 
ment stocks partially recovered | their 
losses of Monday, and motors, rubber 
and miscellaneous issues were mainly 
firmer. Trading was again on a mod- 
erate scale indicating that the public 
continues to adhere to the waiting pol- 
icy, pending developments in the im- 
ee factors which confront the mar-

Although no intimation has been 
given as to what action may be expected, 
it is known that the carriers are tak- 
ing ‘‘ adequate means" to be ready for 
every emergency. Many of the roads 
are advertising for men, and especially 
in the industrial centres it is expected 
large number of, unemployed 
men can be recruited for work if neces- 
sary. The colleges have also been 
counted on to furnish volunteers, should 
a crisis be reached, in the same manner 
in which they came forward last year 
during the ‘ outlaw ’’ strike.

American Sugar. 


The sharp decline in both the senior 
and junior issues of American Sugar, 
which carried the preferred down to the 
lowest price since 1893 and the common 
into new low ground, brcught no state- 
ment from the corporation's officials as 
| to details of the activities in the future 
on which the selling is based. One of 
these is the report of new financing. 
The other is the report that there will 


be a readjustment of the preferred divi- 
dend at the next meeting, on Nov. 9. 
The common sagged to 4814 and closed 
at 4914, a net decline of 2% points. The 
preferred declined to 674%4 and closed at 
67%, at which it was 45 points off for 
the day. The condition of the sugar 
market, of course, is the crux of the sit- 
uation with American Sugar, and upon 
developments in the industry depend the 
corporation’s prosperity. It was learned 
yesterday from a source close to the cor- 
poration that the new financing contem- 
plated is not a problem of the imme- 
diate future and that no consideration of 
the preferred dividend wil be taken un- 
til the date of the meeting.

The Selling of Pullman Shares. 


At a low and closing price of 8734 yes- 
terday, Pullman shares declined to a 
new low record for more than twenty 
years. The stock, after holding around 
92 for the greater part of the day, be- 
came suddenly weak in the closing hour 
as a result of heavy selling orders com- 
ing from the West. The first theory re- 
garding the weakness was that the Di- 
rectors of the company might take some 
unfavorable action, on the dividend 
at the meeting scheduled to be 
held in Chicago today. This theory 
soon was proven to be absurd; when in- 
vestigation showed that the Directors 
had only recently declared the regular 
quarterly payment and that the stock 
had sold ex-dividend on Oct. 6.. Follow- 
ing this discovery, the professionals 
busied themselves circulating the re 
port that officials of the. company 
might make some announcement as to 
future ‘dividend policy after today’s 
meeting.

Four Per Cent. Money. 


- 


Continuance of the 4 per cent. call 
money rate on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday was commonly ascribed to the 
fact that money is not yet in urgent 
demand for interior Autumn trade pur- 
poses. Attention was also called to the 
fact that the Federal Reserve Bank 
since the end of September has taken 
nearly $16,000,008 loans off the market, 
its own account of “ bills bought in open | 
market” having risen between Sept. 28 | 
and Oct. 12 from $17,604,000 to $33,331,- 
000. In the only other week of 1921 in 
which rates have reached this week’s 
level—the closing week of July—the 3% 
per cent. rate was something of a _puz- 
zle. because, although Reserve Bank) 
ratios were increasing rapidly, the Asso- 
ciated Bank reserve fell that week from | 
a $4,400,000 surplus to a $13,300,000 
deficit, and the Government was at the} 
same time raising $300,000,000 on new} 
certificates of indebtedness. As a mat-} 
ter of fact, the 3% per cent. rate of 
July 28 lasted only a few hours. Next 
day, call money ruled at 4% per cent. 
and it stood at 6 per cent. during the}; 
next two weeks. What whad apparently | 
happened was that interfor banks began | 
to withdraw their New York balances} 
when the renewal rate on call loans 
went to 4%, and that toward the mid- | 
dle of August the Federal Reserve Bank | 
helped to stiffen money rates, both 
through reducing its open. market loans } 
by about $12,000,000 and through sell- | 
ing $14,800,000 United States certifi- 
cates of indebtedness hald by it.

Tentative figures for the city budget 
for 1922, which, according to Controller 
Charles L. Craig exceeded by some 
$5,000,000 the constitutional HMmit, had 
been pared $3,700,000 at the close of a 
speclal meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate yesterday.

The tentative figures originally adopt- 
ed totaled $354,446,468. Reductions up 
to last night had brought the figure 
down to $350,700,000, but further cuts of 
$1,250,000 must be made to bring the 
total within the limit fixed by the Con- 
troller—$349,450,000. These cuts are ex- 
pected to be made today. 

The submission of the ‘‘ budget as pro- 
posed’ to the Board of Aldermen to- 
morrow takes it out of the tentative 
stage, and after that time no additions 
may be made. The final budget must 
be adopted by midnight, Oct. 31. In the 
intervening eleven days hearings will be 
held in the matter of reductions in va- 
rious items.

WOOD SAYS FILIPINO 
FINANCING IS POOR 


Tells Legislature Insular Credit

Recommendations in the message were 
mostly general in character, his inten- 
tion being, he declared, to take up specif- 
ic subjects in special messages later in 
the session. 

Referring to his recent visits to China 
and Japan, Governor General Wood said: 

“TIT am glad to inform you that I 
find in neighboring countries a very keen 
desire for closer and more extensive 
trade relations with the Philippines.’’ 

Passing to financial conditions, he de- 
clared that ‘‘a serious blow has been dealt 
at insular credit through incompetent 
management of the Philippine National 
Bank. Responsibility for this rests in 
part on the Filipinos, but also on those 
Americans who placed untrained, in- 
competent men in charge of affairs. 
These losses have established a condition 
which necessitates economic and’ ef- 


ficient administration of the finances of 
the islands.”’ 

Governor General Wood added, how- 
ever, that it would be impossible to cur- 
tail appropriations for public health, 
education and public work, and he recom- 
mended an appropriation to provide mod- 
ern treatment. for the 5,000 lepers on 

lion Island. 
ealing with Government ownership, 
the new executive said: 

“I feel very strongly that, as a gen- 
eral policy, the Government should get 
out of business and k out, especially 
all business which involves competition 
with and discourages private enterprise, 
and that legislation tending to discourage 
private enterprise should be considered 
prejudicial to the public interest.”

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MANCUSCO ASKS BAR 
10 REALTY FRAUDS 


“Free Lot” Investigator Would 
Withhold Licenses From Un- 
scrupulous Dealers. 


MAGISTRATE FILES REPORT 


He Recommended Enlarging the 
Larceny Code to Protect the 
Poor From Swindlers. 


As a result of the John Doe inquiry 
which he conducted into the ‘‘free lot’ 
swindles perpetrated by more than a 
score of land companies which reaped a 
harvest among the city’s poor, Magis- 
trate Francis X. Mancuso, in a report 
made public yesterday, recommended 
preventive legislation of importance to 
the real estate business. 

An adequate license law for real estate 
operators, Magistrate Mancuso recom- 
mended, should contain safeguards 
against the carrying of State licenses 
by irresponsible and unscrupulous agents 
or it would be useless as a protection to 
the public, becoming a more deadly 
Weapon in the hands of those it was 
intended to exclude. He also urged a 
city ordinance requiring the licensing of 
persons engaged in house-to-nouse can- 
Vasses in connection with real estate. 

The statute governing false and fraud- 
ulent advertising should be amended and 
re-enacted, Magistrate Mancuso said. 
That part of the Penal Code relating to 
lotteries should be amended to provide 
for penalties in cases other than char- 
ities where chances are distributed or 
are pretended to be distributed free as 
part of an advertising scheme. 

He suggested that the sections of the 
Penal Code defining larceny should be 
enlarged to reach acts now of but doubt- 
ful criminality, covering the giving of 
contracts of sale on the same property 
to more than one person at the same 
time; 
leases and providing that subsequent re- 
leases after or in anticipation of com- 
plaints shall not operate as a bar to 
prosecution; the giving of deeds to 
peerty other than that shown the 

uyer, and the selling of property under 
false representation as to its character. 

He Iso suggested that It would be well 
to examine the Federal statutes dealing 
with conspiracies to cheat and defraud, 
with a view to forming on that pattern 
legislation that would permit the au- 
thorities to reach persons who engage 
in conspiracies such as the ‘“‘free lot’ 
acheme, the ‘‘cash-up’’ or ‘‘false buyer’ 
frauds uncovered during the investiga- 
tion. He recommended a law prohibiting 
land development companies from repre- 


senting themselves as building concerns 
unless actually engaged as such.

£50,000 FOR LEAGUE UNION. 


Gift by Cowdray Announced—Grey 
Sees No Rivalry in Parley. 


LONDON, Oct. 18 (Associated Press).— 
Lord Robert Cecil, in opening this after- 
noon a national campaign in behalf of 
funds for the League of Nations union, 
announced that Lord Cowdray had 
promised to contribute £50,000. He read 
'a letter from the Marquis of Lansdowne 
strongly advocating arbitration in inter- 
national disputes. 

**It is much more important to prevent 
future wars than to punish the culprits 
who provoked past conflcts,’’ it was said 
in the letter. ‘‘ Eviscerating penalties, 
ruthless revisions of the. map and 
frantic attempts at disarmament may 
satisfy our sense of justice, but they 


won't eradicate the cancer.’’ 

Viscount Grey, former Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, spoke in support of the 
League and congratulated the British 
and French Premiers for having resort- 
ed to it in the Silesian deadlock. If the 
League solved that question, he said, 
it would achieve a great triumph. 

Lord Grey, alluding to the Washing- 
ton conference, said he did not regard 
the conference as a rival to the, League, 
| but as something which was going to 
cover a portion of the ground which the 
League was unable to cover, owing to 
the absence of the United States. He 
contended that any real and safe re- 
duction in armaments must be simul- 
taneous, world-wide and comprehensive, 
and that the League has the machinery 
| essential to insure that result. The 
Washington conference could not take 
the Place of the League,.he said, be- 
cause it would not be provided with any 
machinery which would deal with Eu- 
ropean questions.

DEATH CLUE SOUGHT 
IN MOLDY OATMEAL 


Restaurant Where Two 
Ptomaine, Victims Ate 


of 
Is Under Inquiry. 
ANALYSIS NOT COMPLETED 


Copeland Cites Lunchroom Owners 
-_ 
to Determine Whether Sanitary 
Code Was Violated. 


The Health Department and the Medi- 
cal Examiner's office yesterday began 
an investigation into the death of three 
persons from ptomaine poisoning in the 
Broad Street Hospital on Monday. Ole 
Salthe, director of the Bureau of Food 
and Drugs of the Health Department, 
announced that an inspection of the 
Postal Lunch, 54 Liberty Street, where 
two of the victims said that they had 
eaten oatmeal, showed that ail the food 
in the place was in good condition, ex- 
cept thirty-seven pounds of oatmeal. 

Salthe said that the oatmeal was found 
in a warm storeroom and was in “a 
moldy and wormy.condition.’’ It evi- 
adently had been kept too long, he said. 
Salthe added that if the cause of death 


proved to have been the oatmeal it 
would be an unusual case, aS wormy oat- 
meal did not ysually cause death. Sam- 
ples of the oatmeal were sent for anal- 
ysis to the Health Department labora- 
tory and to Dr. Charles Norris, Chier 
Medical Examiner. 

Health Commissioner Royal S. Cope- 
land issued a summons for the appear- 
ence of the corporation which operates 
the Postal Lunch in the municipal term 
of the Magistrates’ Court within five 
days to aid in determining whether Sec- 
tion 163 of the Sanitary Code had been 
violated. If the charge is sustained, the 
license to operate the restaurant may be 
revoked. 

Following autopsies on the bodies of 
the three victims, it was said that con- 
gestion of the lungs was noticeable in 
each case, but that a chemical analysis 
would have to be made before the speci- 
fic cause of death could be established 
Dr. Norris performed the autopsy on the 
body of Maurice Madden of 205 Gold 
Street, Brooklyn, a waiter in the Postal 
Lunch, and Dr. Benjamin Schwartz on 
that of Alexander Coste, a bank clerk of 
3.024 East Sixth Street, Brooklyn. Both 
Madden and Coste said that they had 
eaten breakfast, including oatmeal, ham, 
bread, butter and coffee, in the lunch- 
room on Monday. Dr. Benjamin Mor- 
gan Vance performed the autopsy on 
Mrs. Nellie Parker Meissner of 859 
Southern Boulevard, the Bronx, a typist 
employed by the Anglo-Mexican Petro- 
leum Company, 65 Broadway. It is not 
known where Mrs. Meissner ate on 
Monday. :
